THE “MOUSEGUN”: 


A RIFLE FOR ALL SEASONS 


Had the question arisen several years 
ago, “What do you think of the AR-15?”, 
heaven knows what my answer would have 
been. Today, after building several varia- 
tions of this rifle for competition and varmint 
hunting, | have changed my initial opinion. 

When the opportunity arose to write an 
article about this rifle for Precision Shooting, 
| could hardly wait, especially when consid- 
ering that the article would be read by some 
of the finest competitors, varmint hunters 
and experimenters around. 

This rifle is a real “freak”, especially when 
one considers that its ability to shoot con- 
sistently well, compared to a conventional 
bolt rifle, is contrary to all that we have be- 
lieved. I’ve heard most all the comments, 
“This rifle rattles when you shake it!”; 
“Where is the bedding?”; “This contraption 
is only held together by two pins!”. | have 
considered all the comments and really 
don’t have all the answers, but the one con- 
vincing factor is a trip to the range. 

My main involvement with the AR-15 has 
been in NRA highpower, and the most com- 
mon fault that anyone finds with the rifle is 
that it is not a .30 caliber; this never ceases 
to amaze me. Where is it written in stone 
that the .30 caliber is the only caliber that 
may be competitive? An AR-15 in .223 
Rem. waded through a multitude of .30s to 
place in the top ten of the Master Match 
Rifle Class at Camp Perry last year. And

while my opinion is that this is about as far 
as this caliber will take anyone in the 
highpower ranks, it has done so at far less 
expense to body and billfold. Also, how 
many of those .30 caliber match rifles could 
be used conveniently for off-season varmint 
hunting or informal benchrest shooting? 
This is the beauty of this little rifle: it is a rifle 
for all seasons. 

| recently made my annual trek to the Ca- 
nadian fullbore nationals, held at Con- 
naught Ranges, near Ottawa, Ontario, and 
competed with the AR-15 out to 600 yards, 
while loaning the rifle to two Canadian 
friends (iron sights removed and scope at- 
tached) for dispatching the trernendous On- 
tario groundhog population in the evenings. 
Those fellows, both top-notch Canadian 
competitors, fell in love with the rifle and re- 
ported that the 69-grain Sierra was lethal 
medicine for this application. 

Without the introduction of commercial 
bullets in the 68 to 69-grain range, this cali- 
ber would still be a “ho-hum” affair for rang- 
es beyond 250 to 300 yards, but these fine 
bullets have changed the picture considera- 
bly. Consistent .5 MOA accuracy is now 
available to ranges of 500 to 600 yards with 
- for the caliber - very good wind-bucking 
ability. Some readers may shake their 
heads when reading this, but my statement 
remains the same: give the fast twists and 
heavy bullets a try.

These 68 to 69-grain, boattail bullets re- 
quire a faster twist for stability than we have 
been accustomed to in this caliber, and con- 
sequently rumors are flying about short bar- 
rel life, high pressures and the inability of the 
faster twists to shoot the lighter bullets well. 
From my experience, the faster twists 
would only be detrimental to competitive 
benchrest accuracy with the lighter bullets. 
Increased pressure and fouling due to twist 
seem to be a myth, and barrel life has been 
nothing short of phenominal in the rifle. | 
have experimented with quality barrels in 
twists from 1 in 8 inches to 1 in 10-1/2 inch- 
es, and all shot well, but until something bet- 
ter comes along make mine the 1 in 9-inch 
twist. It may be of interest to note that the 
barrels on both ends of the scale were made 
more than twenty years apart by Bob 
Sherer. The 1 in 8-inch barrel was made in 
1984 while Bob was with Matco and the 1 in 
10-1/2-inch barrel while he was with Ted 
Holmes. For one reason or another, the fast 
twist/heavy bullet combination didn’t devel- 
op into anything at the time, but from my 
testing of the Holmes 75-grain bullet made 
at the time, | would say that the failure was 
with the bullets. 

We've waltzed through most everything 
else except what makes the AR-15 tick. 
Truth is, as | see it, there are no secrets to 
the rifle, but until an offer of concrete proof is 
made, disregard the thought that bedding 
or perfect mating of the upper and lower re- 
ceivers is the key. These rifles seem to 
shoot very well when loose; don’t let them 
bind. The bolt and bolt carrier, being the 
rather loose arrangement that they are, ap-

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pear to need no special fitting to each other 
or to the upper receiver for consistent lock- 
up. But this statement is made because I’ve 
yet to find the need. One procedure that can 
be related to a bolt rifle is the bearing of the 
bolt lugs, especially when dealing with some 
of the after-market parts. If the rifle is to be 
used in a manner that would offer variable 
stress on the handguard, such as sling ten- 
sion or bipod pressure, the barrel must be 
free-floated. In doing this, the gas tube must 
not be allowed to bind; a binding gas tube 
will give dispersion problems like you only 
read about. The problem here is that the gas 
tube heats very quickly and the expansion 
will move groups (normally downward) until 
full expansion of the gas tube takes place. 
This movement is very predictable as can 
be seen from the groups which accompany 
this article. Even though this rifle has been 
around for along time, its development as a 
competition/varmint arm is really wide 
open. No doubt other experimenters either 
presently know or will find other improve- 
ments not listed here, but this is at least a 
start. 

One problem that has plagued this rifle 
from day oneis the trigger. | have spent hun- 
dreds (yes, hundreds) of hours trying to 
master this arrangement. For a standard 
service rifle, it is fine, but for competitive 
work it has too much weight and far too 
much creep.

During my initial discouragement with the 
issue trigger, | tried building a complete trig- 
ger based upon that of the AR- 10, but these 
units only functioned well for a short time. Fi- 
nally, on a tip from an old friend who com- 
peted with the MI carbine in years gone by, | 


came back to the issue trigger and things 
are working quite well. A reliable and rela- 
tively creep free trigger with a weight of 
3-1/2 to 5 pounds is now a reality, but not 
without considerable fitting. One of the

If the NRA/NBPRP comes forth with 
realistic rules and the services decide to pro- 
ceed with development of this rifle for serv- 
ice rifle competition, things will break wide 
open. Perhaps we may see a class for semi- 
autos in benchrest competition. (Dave - bet 
you receive a truck load of hate mail if you 
print that sentence. Count on me if it ever 
comes to pass.)

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SHOOTING THE “RATGUN” IN COMPETITION 


As a high power shooter who shot the 
M1A for many years, | gave little thought to 
the Colt AR-15 as a match rifle. | wanted to 
shoot a bolt gun, but not until | had made the 
President’s Hundred at Camp Perry. | did 
that in 1984. That was the last time | shot 
the M1A seriously. | then shot a Remington 
700 in 7mm-08 for two years with good re- 
sults. After the National Matches in 1986, a 
fellow shooter showed me an AR-15 built by 
Bill Wylde and begged me to shoot it. Since 
Perry was over, and shooting for 1986 was 
on the downswing, | decided to try it. | went 
to a match at Borden, Indiana. | literally had 
not picked up the rifle before, and shot a 
783. | went back to Borden the next month, 
again with my friend’s gun, and shot a 781. 

What | noticed to be the main difference in 
scores, compared to a bolt gun, was signifi- 
cant improvement in the rapid fire results. 
My offhand scores were about the same, 
but the rapids were about 4 to 6 points high- 
er in each match. This rifle was worth a 
harder look. | talked to Bill several times, 
and he finally talked me into buying one. | 
took delivery in January, 1987. At my first 
match at Ft. Knox, Ky, | shot a 763 with a

cross-fire at 600 yards. My next match re- 
sulted in a 778 at Ft. Knox. 

As | continued to shoot the AR-15, | found 
that | always shot two good strings in each 
rapid event, and also shot two good rapid 
matches (sitting and prone). In shooting the 
bolt gun, | usually shot a good sitting or 
prone, but seldom both. 

Offhand scores were about the same as 
before, but, at 600 yards, I had to pay atten- 
tion. Shooting around this area, Ft. Knox 
and Ft. Campbell, presents predictable 
wind conditions at 600 yards, so | had little 
trouble at medium range. Camp Perry is a 
whole different story. During steady winds, | 
have found that the .223 Rem. drifts about 
half again as much as the .308 Win. Com- 
pared to the 7mm-08, the .223 Rem. drifts 
over twice as much. But with a steady wind, 
once the dope is on the sights, there is not 
much more to do. However, if the wind is 
changing, LOOK OUT!!! 

The impressive thing about the guns Bill 
Wylde builds is their extraordinary accura- 
cy. And | do mean accuracy. There are four 
of Bill’s guns here in Owensboro, and all will 
shoot .5 MOA. All four guns. Although we all 


use different loads in competition, the guns 
will shoot each other’s loads under 1 MOA, 
but each gun has a favorite load. Ironically, 
three of the guys use 24.5 grains of IMR 
4320 with Sierra 69-grain BTHP’s, whereas 
| used to use 24.5 grains of IMR 4064 with 
the 69-grain bullet. For 100-yard matches, 
we all use the 52 to 53-grain match bullets of 
any make and all shoot .5 MOA. For 100- 
yard matches, the “Ratgun” is unbeatable. 
Several of us have repeatedly cleaned the 
reduced 600-yard target. 

There is a problem, however, without any 
ready explanation. Two of the men have 
had bullets that never reached the targets, 
one at 200 yards and one at 600 yards. 
When | was at Perry last year i also had two 
bullets that disappeared, one at 200 yards 
and one at 600 yards. In fact, Billhas told me 
of several occasions when he has lost bul- 
lets while testing on his own 500-yard 
range. Therefore, | have begun using the 
Hornady 68-grain BTHP. | haven't fired a 
match with them yet, since | just recently 
worked up a load with them. |am using 27.5 
grains of H414 for the three short matches 
and 28 grains of H-414 for 600 yards, with

Five separate actions were used in the 
testing. All of the guns were chambered for 
the .308 Winchester. All of the guns were fit- 
ted with heavy walled barrels to prevent fail- 
ure of barrel or barrel-receiver joint from pre- 
maturely terminating the test.

Gun 03 was an FDC light varmint ac- 
tion. 

Gun 04 was an FDC medium, repeater 
action. 

Gun 05 was a Remington model 700 ADL 
action.

Now ... as the actual report relates ... 
“The effect of each over pressure firing was 
determined by observed breakage and/or 
distortion as determined by measurement 
of the headspace, outside receiver diameter 
and barrel diameter. Finally, after peak 
pressure firings of 120,000 CUP, the barrels 
of surviving guns were plugged with 180 
grain bullets, 3.5 inches from the breech end 
of the barrel, and over pressure cartridges 
of 120,000 cup fired into the plugged bore. 
Table | is a summary of those tests”.

Neil Jones, the honcho of Custom Prod- 
ucts, now offers a die assembly to form .219 
Donaldson (or 6mm American) cases. | 
know that the editor and a bunch of his cro- 
nies have been gnashing their teeth over 
their inability to get 6mm American reamers 
(from the reamer maker), and while they 
were sitting around, stewing over their mis- 
fortune and their lot in life in general, appar- 
ently Dave Brennan heard from several 
quarters that the new Custom Products 
forming dies for the Wasp case were the 
greatest thing since bubble gum or mini- 
skirts. He persuaded Neil Jones to send up 
a set to me for testing and evaluation. 

The American case, as it comes from 
Federal, is just the ticket to use with these 
dies; it is manufactured and annealed by 
Federal with the presumption in mind that it 
will be reformed . . . and it goes through the 
reforming process with a minimum of diffi- 
culty. The die assembly is made up of a die 
body threaded for reloading presses, a top 
threaded bushing, and a set of bushings 
that reduce the case, in five or six stages, to 
the .219 Donaldson Wasp, ready for fire 
forming. The American case of course has a 
small primer pocket, and in the opinion of 
many it will mean a great improvement in the 
.219 Don. Five forming bushings are re- 
quired to reduce the case to 6mm, and a 
sixth die is required to form the case for .224 
caliber. 

The die is mounted, first of all, in the re- 
loading press. (The need to do this is the first 
reason that I’m handling this product re- 
view, and not the editor). The case is mean- 
while shortened by cutting about 5/16” off 
the neck to reduce excessive extrusion and 
to make case forming easier (second case 
from the left, marked case #1, in photo #1). 
The first forming bushing (marked 340x30) 
is placed inside the die body, and the center 
threaded top busing is screwed in. By ad- 
justing the die body up and down, together 
with the top center bushing, the proper 
amount of sizing to set up the shoulder loca- 
tion is obtained. Since this case controls 
headspace by its rim, this step is not critical.

If a formed case for the rifle is on the premis- 
es, the sample case can be used to deter- 
mine the proper setting in short order. Once 
this is accomplished, the locking ring on the 


die body is then locked into place. (Just an- 
other thing that the editor could not possibly 
handle).

For those who have not been involved in 
case forming of this level of complexity, you 
will quickly learn that all reduction steps 
must have the proper lubrication, and in 
proper amounts. Your usual case-sizing 
lube may ... or may not ... do the job 
through all five or six steps that we have to 
deal with here. Don’t think that I’m acting 
superior ... my usual case-sizing lube did 
just fine during the first three reductions, 
and thereafter was completely unable to 
carry on thereafter, and | had to retreat to 
another product. When all else fails, | usual- 
ly end up using a very light coat of STP. The 
external manistifications of lube failure are 
shoulder and upper case body collapse. 
Running the case into the die a bit slower will 
often reduce or even eliminate case col- 
lapse. 

The sizing bushing is replaced with the 
die marked 310x30, and the cases again 
processed through the die. This continues 
down through 290x30, 269x30, 260x30 
(where the first problem with lube may show 
up), and 254x30 for the 6mm ... and if 
you're going down to .22 caliber you will 
need the 248x30 bushing (case #7 in the 
photo). Following this, the case is run 
through a .219 full length resizing die. Finally 
it is trimmed to length with your case trim- 
mer. The case will then need to be de- 
greased. When trimming your cases, re- 
member that the Wasp and any of its 
variants or cousins are “non-standard”, and 
the case length figures, to say nothing of 
other dimensions, may vary from source to 
source. For example, in two different re-

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case will be close to 30 degrees. This may 
not be the exact angle in your chamber, but 
since headspace for this cartridge is con- 
trolled by the caserim. . . the shoulder is not 
too critical before case fireforming. In the 
two books | mentioned above | find one lists 
the shoulder at 30 degrees, the other lists it 
at 30.20 degrees. Still another manual lists 
the shoulder at 28 degrees. In the world of 
wildcats this sort of goings on is as common 
as a flyer out of a group. | like my formed 
case to be just long enough to the shoulder 
so that | can feel the shoulder “bottom”, as 
indicated by some pressure during the last 
part of the bolt handle travel during clo- 
sure. 

Formed case neck thickness will be about 
.0135” when formed for the 6mm; the .22 
caliber will run about .014” to .015”. Your 
chamber may require some case neck turn- 
ing for proper fit before fire forming. 

The .219 Donaldson has long had the rep- 
utation of being a downright little stinker as 
far as case forming went. This die setup 
does a fine job, and with proper lubrication, 
you will have few case losses. Price of the 
die body is $30.00; the forming bushings are 
priced at $8.00 each. 

For those who wish, it is no great task to 
turn down the rim of the American case to fit 
a .308 bolt-face. In the forming process, 
case-neck chamfering should be done after 


the first .310 sizing, and also after trim- 
ming. 

Now for a look at the Custom Products 
press seating die. This die has a floating 
bushing which supports the case neck dur- 
ing seating, and is designed to eliminate any 
press or shell holder misalignment during 
seating. It is made up of a die body (right 
hand side in photo #2), into which the float- 
ing bushing is inserted through the top of the 
body. The center section of the die is slipped 
into the top of the die body, over the floating 
bushing, and is held in place by two allen 
screws. A seating stem is inserted into the 
center section, on which a spring is then in- 
serted. A micro head is screwed into the 
center section top, and controls the seating 
depth of the bullet. Each small increment on 
the micro head is equal to 0.00125”, or 
0.050” per revolution of the head. The main 
die body is made for one or more calibers; 
the example shown in the photo handles 
both the .308 Winchester and the .243 Win- 
chester cases. Floating inserts are made by 
caliber diameters; this example is 6mm. 

This die comes with full instructions, and 
is a high quality piece throughout. The cur- 
rent price is $60.00. For full details, or a cat-

the tool and its accessories together. The 
case has room for six Lee case trimmers 
with the case length gages and shell hold- 
ers, and there are compartments for the Lee 
chamfer tool and Lee primer pocket clean- 
er. 

In use, the Roto Prep is mounted on the 
reloading bench with two wood screws 
which come with the tool; then a Lee shell 
holder of the proper caliber is screwed on to 
the Roto Prep. This holds the case during 
the process of trimming and chamfering. 
Using the optional adaptor stud ($3.99) 
after removing the shell holder, the case 
primer pockets can be reamed and cleaned, 
as well as the case necks cleaned inside 
with any of the brushes made by Hornady, 
Lyman or RCBS. 

The tool comes with complete instruc- 
tions for proper use. The Roto Prep is made 
of molybdenum disulfide impregnated 
nylatron, which insures no metal-to-metal 
contact, and is machined from 201 1-T3 and 
6063-T5 aluminum, and anodized for a high 
quality finish.

NEW NBRSA RECORDS 


Two new NBRSA records are just report- 
ed to us, both of which date back to the 
1987 season, and both of which were set at 
the September 6th and 7th match at the 
Fairchance Gun Club, in Smithfield, Pa. 


MARK HOLLIDAY, of Somerset, Pa. shot a 
new light varmint class grand aggregate re- 
cord of .1850, which just happens to be the 
best grand aggregate in the NBRSA re- 
cords at the present time. That figure blew 
away the previous record of .2110, set back 
in 1985 by Rex Reneau. Mark Holliday shot 
a6PPC, Stolle action, Hart barrel, a very hot 
load (to put it mildly) of 30.0 grains of H322 
with 68 grain Euber bullets and Federal 
primers, in a rifle smithed and stocked by 
Fred Sinclair. 


RICHARD LOCKWOOD, of Kane, Pa. also 
blew away the old Rex Reneau mark of

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SERVICE RIFLES AND LOADS 


Many shooters who compete in 
highpower matches tend to look down their 
noses at the service rifle, or “gas gun”, as it 
is frequently called. The assumption is that 
the military rifle is not capable of the accura- 
cy of a bolt gun, and therefore anyone who 
wants to go places in the highpower field 
would do well to avoid them. 

Actually, service rifle shooters — both ci- 
vilian and military — have clearly demon- 
strated that the trophy goes to the shooter, 
rather than the rifle, and the service rifle has 
held its own against the best bolt guns. In 
fact, S/Sgt. Greg Strom of the U.S. Army 
Markmanship Unit at Ft. Benning, Ga., car- 
ried home the gold at the 1987 National 
Matches at Camp Perry, and was not the 
first shooter to become the National 
Highpower Rifle Champion with a service 
rifle. 

The capability of the service rifle is shown 
by the match rifle and service rifle scores 
fired this past year. Strom took the over-all 
championship with a 2356-79X. First place 
in the match rifle class went to Pat McCann 
with a 2352-99X, and second place went to 
Joe Gipson, with a 2351-96X. Ken Cooper’s 
2351-99X, for second place in the service 
rifle class, demonstrated that the service 
rifle has as many X’s in the barrel as amatch 
rifle. 

The eligible rifles for the class are the M1 
Garand, the M14, and the M16, or their 
commercial equivalents. All require a 4-1/2 
pound minimum trigger pull, and cannot 
have any alterations performed on the 
stock. Bedding is permitted, and the rifle 
must be shot with the “issue” sling, either 
leather or webbing. The sights must be Unit-

best group at 200 yards is 1-1/2 inches ver- 
tical and 1-7/8 inches horizontal, and that 
was done prone, with a sling, with iron 
sights. 


JERRY BOHNERT 

Jerry builds rifles, as well as shooting 
them. He uses a Douglas premium barrel in 
his own rifle, but has used other barrels for 
customers. He hand selects Gl parts for the 
sights, and peens and laps the components 
for “zero movement.” All guns have the bolt 
faces trued, lugs lapped, and after range 
testing for function and accuracy, he glues 
the rifle in the stock, which is usually a 
McMillan graphite or a Bishop heavy walnut 
stock cut from his custom pattern. The 
chambers in Jerry’s rifles vary somewhat 
from SAAMI specs. If the customer plans to 
shoot standard GI ball ammunition, or a 
close equivalent, he provides a 1.2-inch 
throat and a headspace of 1.632 to 1.633 
inches for improved function. If the custom- 
er is going to be shooting M852 ammo, or 
the equivalent, he uses a 1.000-inch throat 
and a headspace of 1.631 inches. 

In testing his rifles, he does not shoot for a 
measured group size. Rather, he insures 
that the rifle is capable of holding the X-ring 
at all ranges. 

Jerry’s rifles, which can be completely 
maintained without removal from the stock, 
Carry a two-year warranty on the workman- 
ship, and cost from $1,175 to $1,600.

rifle will shoot a 7/10 inch group, prone, with 
iron sights, at 100 yards. 

The rear sight was tightened and lapped, 
and the front sight was milled to provide 
sharp edges and the correct width: .062 
inch. In the function department, he trued 
the bolt lugs, timed the cycle, lapped the gas 
piston and unitized the gas cylinder. The 
flash hider was reamed and the action was 
glass bedded with 15 pounds pressure on 
the barrel. 

He has a standard chamber, based on a 
Forester headspace gauge, of 1.633 inch- 
es, plus or minus .0005 inch. He reckons he 
has about $950 invested in the rifle, and 
would not change anything about it. 

Don has a back-up rifle with a Krieger 
1:10 twist heavy barrel that is almost as ac- 
curate: .9 inch at 100 yards.

Reinhard should know something about 
making service rifles shoot, having been a 
gunsmith with the USAMU at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. The rear aperture is a .520 lappedinto a 
standard National Match base. The front 
sight is a standard combat sight milled to 
.075 inch wide. He laps the bolt lugs if nec- 
essary, but on this particular rifle, he had 
good contact from the beginning. He has 
about $700.00 invested in the rifle. He has a 
lot to say about service rifles and shooting, 
as indicated by the letter which appears 
elsewhere in this edition.

My gunsmithing specializes in service ri- 
fles and I’ve worked on a lot of them. | 
learned when | was assigned as a gunsmith 
with the All-Army Marksmanship Unit at Ft. 
Benning, Ga. | also spent two years as a 
shooter on the All-Guard squad, including 
firing on the first National Guard team to win 
the Inter-Service 10-man team match. | 
have a lot to say about making both the rifle 
and shooter shoot well, and you will find 
some of the things | say are quite different 
from what others think. 

When | build a rifle, it must shoot govern- 
ment ammunition well. If you want to be- 
come “distinguished”, or shoot DCM 
matches at Camp Perry, or shoot the loads 
that the state associations get from the 
DCM, then you have to have good perform- 
ance with this ammo. 

There are two kinds of ammo used and 
they are quite different. For several years, 
the DCM matches at Camp Perry have been 
shot with M852 ammunition, loaded with Si- 
erra 168- grain BTHP and non-canister IMR 
4895. Most other DCM matches are shot 
with M118, which has the old 173-grain 
FMJBT bullet. This bullet will not shoot well 
in certain kinds of rifling. It has taken civilian 
shooters a long time to discover that the 
1:10 twist, four-groove Springfield-type ri- 
fling works best with this bullet. Some of us 
have known this for many years. 

The reason seems to be that the 
Springfield rifling has a more sloped angle 
between the bore and the side of the 
groove. The M118 bullet has a thick, hard 
jacket and seems to cut into groove of the 
Springfield rifling than in a 6 or 8-groove bar- 
rel. 

| have found very little difference in testing 
prone with a sling and either bench testing

or machine rests. If your service rifle shoots 
M118 ammunition between 1.50 and 1.75 
MOA, you have a good gun. The best I have 
ever seen with M118 is 1 MOA. The rifle 
should shoot no worse than 1.25 MOA with 
M852. 

In working with M1 Garands, | have found 
that there is no significant difference in their 
accuracy, compared to the M14’s and 
M1A’s, whether in .30-06 or .308 Win., or 
whether using the Sierra 168-grain HPBT or 
the 173-grain government bullet. However, 
| willnote that some rifles, despite their short 
range groups, will shoot measurably better 
or worse at 600 yards than other rifles. 

In loading for the M1A’s, a cartridge 
length of 2.850 inches will always work 
through any magazine | have ever seen or 
heard of. So, unless you have a short throat, 
don't be limited to the 2.800 inches SAAMI 
spec. 

Federal 210M primers are normally the 
most accurate primers you can use. Howev- 
er, NEVER use them in the M1 Garand. 
They have a soft cup and are very prone to 
slam-fires. (Tell me about it. | have had more 
than one round plow the ground in front of 
the firing line when using Federal 210M’s, 
and Winchester Ranger Match .308 Win. 
seems to be equally susceptible to slam 
fires.-Salyer) The M1A’s are not as bad. 
Myself, | am using Lake City ,72 primers 
that were punched out of ,72 match brass 
that was being broken down for compo- 
nents. Punching them out with a decapping 
pin must have seated the anvil very uniform- 
ly, because they are hands-down the most 
accurate primers | have ever used. 

| glue my rifles in the stock. Welding lugs 
on your rifle is a good way to ruin it, because 
they break off so easily, and they will not 
shoot any better, either.

of the stock if you need to. 

| use a modest amount of forearm pres- 
sure, because free-floating has been too un- 
predictable for me. Some guns do very well 
with free-floating. 

On barrels: | have had my best results 
with SGW 1:10 twist barrels, but they are no 
longer available. Now, | use four-groove, 
1:10 twist Douglas premium barrels and like 
them equally well. The 1:10 twist seems to 
have the edge at 600 yards, but the 1:12’s 
still get good scores. 

Most service rifle champions use .595 
rear sights and .062 front posts. | have 
found that part of the reason that most serv- 
ice rifle champions are champions is be- 
cause they are blessed with vision that will 
handle the problem with post front sights 
that 80 percent of us have. In other words, 
they don’t have problems. 

Most people do much better with a Gl 
front sight that is .080 inch or more in width. 
Many do better with the .520 rear sight. | 
certainly do. | am going to experiment with a 
full 1/8-inch front sight this year, and believe 
it will be of great help at 600 yards. What | 
have done to overcome eye problems 
would take a couple of pages to cover, but 
most people do have eye problems with 
post front sights.

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BR-50 is a super-accuracy target game invented in June of 1987 by 

LARRY W. BROWN of TARGETECH in San Diego. It is shot benchrest style (BR) 

at e5 yards by air rifles; at 50 yards by .22 rimfire rifles, at 100 

yards by centerfire rifles. It consists of 50 shots (50) at 50 indivi- 
dual targets for score. It was originally shot for group size like most 
benchrest but was changed to this new format to eliminate the need for moving 
backers, to give it more identity as the special game it is, and to let the 
air out of a few egos. It is difficult, but it will polish your shooting 


skills like nothing else can. Wind flags are definitely recommended! 


TARGETS: 


Each target-sheet contains ten numbered GRIDS. Each GRID contains five 
circular TARGETS. The goal is to put one (only) bullet-hole in each of 
these fifty targets during the twenty-five minute official firing period. 
That averages thirty seconds per shot. Since only fifty rounds are allowed 
at the shooters bench, it does no good to try to "pick-up" a missed target 
because you'll only run out of ammo before completing the game. The target 
was designed to accomodate some lower-power scopes as well as the high- 


magnification mini-dot jobs. That's why the heavy outer ring. 


SCORING: 


BR-50 is scored differently than other shooting contests. PENALTY POINTS 
are subtracted from your score for missed shots and lack of concentration. 
This rewards consistency and minimizes luck. It works like this: 

* BR-50 is scored off the "WORST EDGE" of the bullet-hole. 

* The center circle (''MOTHBALL'"') counts 100 points. 

* The next band out counts 50 points. 

* The last band out counts 25 points. 


* Any shot that cuts completely through the outer circle is 10 points. 


+ 


Any target that is missed entirely is a 25 point penalty. 
* Any target with more than one bullet-hole in it is a 50 point penalty. 
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* Any bullet-hole that nicks the outer edge of the outer circle, but 
doesn't actually enter the white area of the twenty-five point band, 
is a MISS not a 10 pt. shot. 

* There is no difference between a missed shot that prints inside or 
outside of a grid. It merely leaves a bare target which is a e5 pt. 
penalty. 

* Any bullet-hole that completely severs a target ring is considered 
to have entered the next band out. (WORST-EDGE scoring, remember?! ) 
Even if it's only discernable with a magnifying glass. This is not 
a LUCK game! (Not little radial paper rips, but the actual edge of 
the bullet-hole.) 


* Any shot that is so close that you just can't tell for sure, even 
with a magnifying glass, is scored to the shooters DISADVANTAGE. 
As stated previously, THIS IS NOT A LUCK GAME! 


BR-50 was concieved as a quarter-minute of angle PRECISION SHOOTING 
contest. It makes no apology for it's degree of difficulty and takes a 
back-seat to no other accuracy game. Anyone who thinks this is a plinkers 


paradise is invited to go for the championship! 
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SCORING EXAMPLES: 

GRID #1; 

Target A = 100 points; Target B = 50 points; Target C = 25 points; 
Target D = 10 points (Partly in white area of 25 pt. band and worst edge 
out in grid.) Target E = 25 point PENALTY! No bullet-hole at all. (7?) 


GRID #2; 
A= 25 points; B= 50 points; C= 100 points; D= 50 points; E= 25 pt. PENALTY. 
(It doesn't matter where it printed as long as it didn't hit any other 


target. The point is, there is no bullet-hole in E.)

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GRID #3 

A= 25 point PENALTY = no bullet-hole. NOTE: The shot drifted over into 
target B where it's edge cut slightly into the white part of the 25 pt. 
band. This makes it a 10 pt. shot in target B. (If it hadn't nicked the 
white it would have been a MISS.) B= 50 point PENALTY because shooter 
failed to notice the existing 10 pt. shot and fired a second bullet into 
target B. He should have shot target A instead. But by not concentrating 
he now has -25 for A (no hole) and -50 far B (more than one hole) for 

-75 pts. in PENALTIES. C= 100 points; D= 10 points; E= 50 points. 


GRID #4 
A= 100 points; B= 50 points; C= 25 points; D= 10 points; E= 25 pt. PENALTY 
(Another MISS - shot didn't actually enter the white area though it nicked 


the outer ring.) Those E targets just give this shooter fits don't they?! 
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RIFLES/CALIBERS: 


Think small! Big bullet-holes and WORST-EDGE scoring don't mix well. 


HANDICAPPING: 12.0 POUND WEIGHT REFERENCE 


Each rifle (with scope) ready to fire but with chamber empty is weighed. 

(A Baby scale is perfect for this.) Any amount over 12.0 Lbs. is handi- 
capped by one percent per pound (1%) by reducing whatever score is achieved 
with this rifle by that much. This is called the Handicap Percentage. (HP) 
The same thing applies to any amounts under 12.0 Lbs. except that those 


scores are increased by their HP.

* Example A; 
Tam'srifle & scope weighs 17.6 Lbs. (5.6 Lbs over the weight ref.) 


That rifles HP would be -5.6%. If he shot a score of 2165 it would 


have to be reduced by 5.6% to a corrected score of 2044, 


* Example B; 
Dick'srifle & scope weighs 9.8 Lbs. Its HP would be +2.2% because 


it's 2.2 Lbs.under 12.0 Lbs. If Dick also shot a score of 2165, it 
would have to be increased by 2.2% to 2213 and he'd win because he 


shot just as well as Tom but with a lighter rifle. 


The theory is that lighter rifles are harder to shoot accurately. (It's 


not necessarily a TRUE theory, but....) 


SCOPES: 


Any scope the shooter chooses. Let the results show what works best. 

A quarter-minute dot in an 8x scope fills the outer ring nicely. Some 
duplex crosshairs bracket the outer ring well. 36x mini-dot benchrest 
types can clock-number the Mothball. A 12x with straight crosshairs can 
tangent hold 2 clicks wide & 2 clicks low. It's all a matter of individ- 
ual choice and budget. 6X at 25 yds./12X at 50 yds. is very effective. 


RESTS: 
NO MACHINE RESTS ALLOWED. (A machine rest is any device where the front & 
rear supports are connected together.) The front and rear must be separated 
and individually manipulated. Most people choose standard benchrest bags 


and rests, but it's not a requirement. 
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MATCH PARTICIPATION OPTIONS: 
Official Competitor; 
Pays entry fee, competes under official rules, results are entered into 


official records, he/she qualifies for awards and prize money. 


Unofficial Participant; 

Pays one half (%) entry fee, follows match format but official rules don't 
apply, machine rests are allowed, results are not entered into official 
records, he/she does not qualify for awards and prize money. (The pur- 
pose of this option is to allow beginners to learn, and experimenters 

to test, under match conditions.) When benches are too few, unofficial 


participants must defer to official competiters,. 


MULTI-RELAY MATCHES: 

When there are more competitors than usable benches the match will require 
more than one relay to complete. The winners of each relay will compete 

in a shoot-off relay to determine the final outcome. In other words, 
elimination style. This is because this game is so very susceptible to 
wind conditions that it wouldn't be fair for those who had to wait for a 
later relay and have to shoot in totally different breezes. Divide up the 


competitors as evenly as possible so all nave about the same odds. 


STANDINGS: 
BR-50 recognizes First Place & Second Place finishers only. Beyond that 


it gets too complicated, particularly in multi-relay matches. Local clubs 
and groups however, may do whatever they agree upon in a spirit of good 


sportsmanship. (High-GRID also receives a mention.) 


FIRING PERIODS: 

AIR-RIFLE and RIMFIRE BR-S5SO can be completed in a non-stop 25-minute firing 
period. But CENTERFIRE, ‘with it's need for bore cleaning and/or handloading, 
(and barrel heat factors) suggests 5 five-minute firing periods (2 GRIDS 
each) separated by 10-to-15-minute breaks. (Tape a single GRID just below 
the Target-Sheet for foulers; allow 2 foulers per period.) Just remember: 
THE ESSENTIAL GAME IS 50 SHOTS AT 50 TARGETS IN ONLY 

25 MINUTES OF OFFICIAL TARGET-TIME,.

BR-50: CURRENT STATUS 

What we have here is the first benchrest shooting contest to have accuracy buffs in 
CENTERFIRE, RIMFIRE, and AIR-RIFLE sitting down over coffee and comparing notes (and 
targets) in an atmosphere of mutual friendship and RESPECT. Competitors in each div- 


ision are discovering that their way is but one way to tackle this stimulating chall- 


enge of making it all go where it looks. 


AIR-RIFLE and RIMFIRE are fairly compatible for elbow-to-elbow simultaneous matches, 
at their respective distances, with everybody gettin' by with foam earplugs and a 
single non-stop 25-minute firing period. CENTERFIRE is noisier and is broken up into 
five S-minute firing periods (two GRIDS each) separated by the usual cleaning/loading 


breaks. Total Target-Time is still 25 minutes. 


The best thing being discovered is that distance makes no difference. I mean, there's 
no MORE difficulty in scoring well at 100yds with centerfire than SOyds with rimfire or 
25yds with air-rifle. In fact, it may be the other way around! CENTERFIRE guys are 
recognizing the incredible wind-doping talents of the top RIMFIRE and AIR-RIFLE bench- 
resters (those people who get to watch their bullets in their scopes). Conversely, 
this "quiet-crowd" is observing the intricasies and considerations of handloading. 


It boils down to this: THERE'S NO KING OF THE HILL DIVISION! Each can hold it's head 


high for numerous reasons. 


Consider: The AIR-RIFLE guys can have a BR-50 range on every football-field and tennis- 
court in America. And in the wintertime, in gymnasiums; wherever there's 75 feet. If 
you dontt think there are challenging conditions for an 8-grain bullet going 500fps 
indoors, try setting out half a dozen helium filled balloons on 3-foot strings across 

a gym floor. Then sit in the bleachers for 10 minutes and watch tem. Every time the. 
heat comes on or someone leaves to go to the restroom, you get CONDITIONS, including 

a certain gelatinous mirage. If everybody's score jumps 250 points indoors, SO WHAT? 
And OUTDOORS, heh heh heh! But at less than a penny-a-shot, what's to not love? And 


if you must have a Porsche, check out a Feinwerkbau C-6. It's 800 bucks well-spent! 
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In CENTERFIRE division, although the GAME was originally conceived as a .22 caliber 
challenge only, we've decided instead to simply let the size of the OFFICIAL target 
itself control things. The "mothball't measures .350 0D, so go ahead and use your 

6mm PPC (or whatever) from any weight-class you want. BR-S0,in all three divisions, 
is handicapped 1% per pound relative to a twelve-pound weight reference. Over 12 lbs 
you lose a few points; under 12 lbs you gain a few points. This was done to let you 
"run what ya brung including varmint rifles & sporters, silhouette, and national 
match guns, and still keep the competition meaningful. But if you're getting ready 
to build yourself a centerfire BR-SO rifle, make it a tight-neck .222. Why spend 
more money just to make it more complicated? This is only a 100yd game for you guys, 


remember? And besides, big bullet-holes and WORST-EDGE scoring don't mix well. 


The RIMFIRE division is really the best of both situations. World-class match rifles 
are available right out of the box, or build a BR=-50 special. With no heat or recoil 
to contend with, the right gunsmith can develop some very interesting "advantage" 

guns under the weight handicapping system. And practicing for a match is equally kind 
to your eardrums, your wallet, and your schedule. Have you ever noticed, there's 

just "something" about a sophisticated rimfire match rifle? I think it's in the sound 
they make when you work the action. But in this game even Grandad's old rat-killer, 
with it's formidable reputation, might be quite competitive given the right scope and 


rests. And there'd be MONEY left over for lots of practice AND WIND FLAGS! 


Whether you end up preferring AIR-RIFLE, RIMFIRE, or CENTERFIRE, you're not compet- 
itive without good wind flags. At TARGETECH we make 'em specially for BR-50 using 
sailboat masthead flys. They're not cheap, but they are the right stuff. We sell them 
set up for your old camera tripod, or we'll supply photo light-stands too. It's all 


done with paychecks anyway, ain't it? 


There are a few "serious"! shooters who, after a very brief look at 8R-50, have com- 
mented that it might possibly be a "FUNt? game (only). I have a feeling that "The 
Meanest Game On The Continent"? may be a bit more fun than they can take. Like using 

a Polaroid camera, every shot tells you immediately everything you did wrong. And it 
all counts on your score. But every shot is a sighter for the next shot. There is a 
significant difference between seizing a condition and riding it to wherever the group 
formed, and that of putting fifty (count 'em-50) shots where YOU want ‘em in spite of 
the condition. If you don't believe it, bet somebody 10-dollars-a-shot. You'll be 

an expert by the end of the game!

Dr. Hudson’s 100 shot record on the Ger- 
man ring target at 200 yards has been bro- 
ken by 18 points. Although the shooter used 
a 24 power, Leupold scope, otherwise his 
equipment and method of shooting dupli- 
cated Hudson's: no shooting coat, no palm 
rest, .32-40 rifle, 200 yards distance. With 
18 points over Hudson’s record, | don’t wish 
to quibble over the use of a scope vs iron 
sights. It was a remarkable performance, 
over a grueling course of fire. 

The “American Single Shot Rifle News” 
for January-February carries an article on 
the new record score of 2319, together with 
an illustration of the target. 

The new record holder is Jim Feren, a 39 
year old, high school English teacher, from 
Carson City, NV, who fired the new record 
in the ASSRA, 100 shot championship at 
the Modesto Rifle Club range in California. 
He used a de Haas-Miller action; a barrel 
from Siskyou Gun Works, Grant Pass, OR; 
a 198 grain, cast bullet, breech seated, and 
12.7 grains of 296 powder. According to the 
article, wind, in the latter part of the string, 
required up to 4 inches of holdoff.
